The Chief Scout 


If General Robert Stephenson Smyth 
Baden-Powell had followed the practice of 
many retired army officers and found 
obscurity in his club, on some rural bench 
of magistrates, or in the hunting field, his 
death yesterday would have recalled, 
more than anything else, the Siege of 
Mafeking. It was not, however, as a 
soldier that Lord Baden-Powell made his 
place in history, but as a man of peace 
who tried to create among the boyhood of 
the world a feeling of mutual appreciation 
and understanding which should have 
made the present war impossible. The 
war might have taken place in spite of 
the scout movement. Yet, it is scarcely 
without significance that the scout move- 
ment, and organisations with similar 
aims, had been driven-out of some of the 
countries involved in the conflict in the 
militaristic years that preceded its out- 
break. When he was proclaimed Chief 
Scout of the world at the first Inter- 
national Jamboree, in 1920, there seemed 
to be a great augury for future peace in 
the variety of nations that had sent their 
boys to Olympia and Richmond, The 
horrors of the war of 1914-1918 still were 
fresh in the minds of all adults, and it 
was the fact that the boys of 1920 seemed 
to have the future peace of nations in 
their power that aroused the greatest 
interest among thoughtful. people who 
visited the Jamboree.

One of the commonest reproaches success 
against the British Army is 1 that, while it 
contains magnificent fighting material, it 
rarely produces an intelligent general. 
George Bernard Shaw, in one of his plays, 
makes General Burgoyne declare that 
the British soldier can stand up to any- 
thing except the British War Office; and 
there is little doubt that there is much 
truth in the allegation. Strangely enough, 
during the last war by far the most 
notabls military leader produced by ths 
British Army was General Allenby, who 
proved himself to be a master of desert 
warfare, and whose brilliant campaign 
against the Turks was a classic of its. 
kind. Now it would appear as if 
another Allenby had arisen in the 
person of Sir Archibald Wavell, who 
was one of that remarkable soldier’s 
lieutenants twenty-two years ago. During 
the fighting in the Western Desert General 
Wavell has given evidence of consummate 
generalship. He has proved to the worid 
that, unlike so many oth“. ,enerals, he 
has not been basing his sti tegy and 
tactics on the lessons of the war before 
last ; on the contrary, he has shown enter- 
prise and imagination, taking the fullest 
advantage of the example set by the 
Germans in Poland and Northern France, 
with the result that he has established 
records in Blitzkrieg methods rivalling 
those established last summer by von 
Brauchitsch and List. The investment 
and capture of Bardia was a notable feat 
of arms. Admittedly, once the British- 
Australian forces cut the Tobruk road and 
surrounded Bardia by land, the Italians 
had no hope of escape; for the British 
navy held the sea approaches. On the

The Marguess of Sligo 


Colonel Lord Arthur Howe, who 
becomes Marquess of Sligo in succession 
to his nephew, had a long and dis- 
tinguished military career before retiring 
| from the Army. 

He first joined the South Staffordshire 
Regiment in 1887 (at the age of 20), and 
transferred to the Royal Munster Fusiliers 
two years later; with that regiment he 
saw service on the North-West Frontier 
in 1897-1898, and also in South Africa.

When that job, which won him 
decorations from Britain, France and 
Portugal, ended in 1919, he joined the 
Imperial War Graves Commission as 
Principal Assistant Secretary, an appoint- 
ment which he held until 1930.

MORE FLOUR FROM 
WHEAT 


EXTRACTION TO BE NOT 
LESS THAN 80 PER CENT. 


— . — 


An Order has been made by the Controller 
of Flour and Bread Supplies requiring that 
any flour produced or sold by millers shall 
be of not less than 80 per cent. extraction. 
It has been explained by Ministers that 
importations of wheat have 3 substantially 
reduced, and steps have to be taken to con- 
serve the supplies available. Expert advice 
is being ohtained as to the best manner in 
which the stocks of wheat in the country can 
be utilised so as to produce the best type of 
flour and bread. The new Order will, it is 
claimed, result in a relatively substantial 
saving in wheal supplies and will not 
materially alter the type of flour or bread 
already: on the market. The Order does not 
affect the production or sale of wholemeal 
flour or bread, which is vailable in ample 
oe ogg to meet the requirements of the 
public. 

Until a final decision is reached in regard 
to the type of flour to be produced in future, 
flour millers have been instructed to restrict 
their sales to customers on the basis of such 
sales during the three months period Septem- 
ber / November, 1940. 

Wheat used in flour production may give 
as little as 56 per cent flour, the remainder 
being turned out as wheatings or bran. 
It is probable that the best “flour” for 
bread would be turned out if about 83 per 
cent. of the wheat would be turned into meal

ELECTRICITY FROM 
TURF 


BIG DEVELOPMENTS 
AT CLONSAST 


— — 
| 


Three of the large peat-making machines 
still necessary for working the Clonsast Bog 
before sufhcient fuel is obtainable to ensure 
the economic working of the proposed elec- 
tricity station at Portarlington are at present 
under manufacture in this country. 

Six machines altogether are necessary to 
provide the 120,000 tons of turf which it is 
estimated is required to meet the needs of 
the electrical station. Three of these were 
imported and were at work last season, and. 
in spite of the fact that the crews mannin 
them were not experienced and other difficul- 
ties, the Turf Development Board was able 
to uce 50,000 tons of suitable turf. 
Owing to the' present circumstances, it was 
found impracticable to purchase the extra 
machines required abroad, and the work of 
erecting them has been given to an Irish 
railway company. It is not anticipated, how- 
ever, that the machines will be ready in time 


to secure the production of the 120,000 tons 


of turf considered necessary fof the station 
this year, but, in the meantime, steps are 
being taken to ensure that when they are 
peas a fully-trained and experienced crews 
will be ready to man them. The work of 
training these men is going on at present. 
At the same time, the bog itself is almost 
ready for development. Many miles of 
drains have been put down, and electrical 
current has been brought over the bog. 
Ordinarily the work of making the ** suit- 
able requires from four to five years, but in 
the case of Clonsast this period has been con- 
siderably shortened. he fact that the 
Board was able to take fifty thousand tons of 
turf from Clonsast last year is a promise 
that the electricity undertaking will be 
successful. 

An Irish Times reporter was told yesterday 
that the whole scheme for the generation of 
electricity from turf has been carefully 
— When the undertaking was 
mooted experts from the Electricity Supply 
Board visited other European countries 4 
similar schemes were being carried on, and 
examined the methods adopted there. If the 
scheme is finally sanctioned and the material 
is available, the work of erecting the station 
will be started in the next two years. 
Experts who have worked out details of the 
proposed scheme have come to the conclusion 
that, provided the necessary fuel is available, 
a plant on the lines of those operated with 
such success in Germany and Russia can be 
erected at Portarlington. Of course, most of 
the machinery will have to be imported, and 
certain modifications will have to be made to 
relate the plant to itions here. If the

The British have lost no time in pushing 
home their success and initiating a move 
against Tobruk—sixty miles to the westward 
in an air line. They have already occupied 
El Adem Aerodrome fifteen miles south of 
Tobruk and serving the latter — their 
mechanised forces have pushed forward to 
contact the outpost zone of Tobruk itself. 
The first move was to occupy El Adem for 
their own use. This was easy, because by 
this time the Italians have no mobile forces 
left with which to counter such a move. 
Indeed, the losses inflicted—amounting to the 
complete destruction of the 10th Italian Army 
and, at the very least, the best quarter of 
their Libyan forces—constitute what is pro- 
bably an irreparable blow within any measur- 
able period. 


TOBRUK’S STRENGTH 
Tobruk can probably be isolated, just like 


Bardia, in view of the British superiority in 
mobile units and in the air—at least at 
present. On the other hand, Tobruk is a 
very much stronger place. It is reported to 
have two concentric rings of defence instead 
of one, as at Bardia. e inner zone is pro- 
bably of solid, permanent works; for Tobruk 
is a naval base of long standing. Especially 
is the sea front likely to be far stronger than 
at Bardia, so that naval craft bombarding 
would have to approach far more carefully. 
The harbour itself is excellent—one of the very 
best in all North Africa. 

The material and stores captured from the 
Italians in Libya are very extensive. The 
uantities and type would be very suitable 
or equipping the Greeks with certain 
armaments of which they are in need. For 
example, the captured tanks, etc., once re- 
conditioned, would be sufficient to cater for a 
mechanised unit of considerable strength. 
No hetter way of employing this captured 
material between now and April could 
possibly be devised.

present time. 

So long as the Italians in Albania did not 
manage to win back the initiative, there was 
no counter to the Eritish victories in Africa; 
and the British naval and aerial effort was 
there used to she best advantage. It is now, 
however, possible that a change of direction 
for the effort nay become advisable— pending 
the maturing of any assault on Tobruk. The 
fact, that Greek. destroyers were able to 
bombard Valona would seem to indicate that 
the way was open for heavier metal. Valona, 
of course, is far stronger than Bardia; and

AXIS AID RUMOURS 


At the same time, it would be , 
suppose that the British Air Force has been 
altogether idle in Albania: such is not the 
case.

[the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews), in a 

statement to representatives of the 
home and overseas Press yesterday, referred 
to the North’s war effort, and said that the 
non-inclusion of Ulster in the system of com- 
pulsory military service was due to a decision 
of the United Kingdom Government, which 
reserved to itself all powers relating to the 
defence of the United Kingdom. 

““I notice,” said Mr. Andrews, that in a 
widely-circulated publication in England the 
question was asked—‘If Ulster is an in- 
tegral part of the United Kingdom why 
should her young men be exempted from 
serving their country and the Empire at this 
time? The reply given by the paper was in 
these terms: ‘ Ulster has the same right as 
Canada or New Zealand to decide whether 
or not her men shall be conscripted.’ 

““That is not the fact. The Parliament of 
Northern Ireland has no such right. It has 
no determining voice in the matter. The 
truth is that the Ulster Government made 
strong representations to the British Cabinet 
that Northern Ireland should be included in 
the conscription scheme. But, for reasons 
which appeared sufficient to British Minis- 
ters, recruiting in Ulster was continued on a 
voluntary basis. Ulstermen are serving in 
large numbers and with great. distinction in 
all the fighting forces. 


IRISH PORTS 


Referring to the ports, handed over to the 
Eire Government by Britain in 1938, Mr. An- 
drews said :'— 

“*Ulster’s attitude in this matter, I am 
told, is misunderstood in the United States 
and other countries overseas. The position is 
as follows: The Northern Ireland Government 
was not a party to the transter of the ports.

Mr. Mac- 
Carthy spoke of his ‘‘ mastery of peneraft, 
his ‘‘ felicity of mas, his " astonishing 
gift of phrase,” his profound intuition,” 
and of the dramatic gualities, the humour 
and the rapture of his poetry. One, indeed, 
who stood among the great poets of our 
time has passed away. 

Frederick Robert Higgins was born in 
April, 1896, at Foxford, County Mayo, the 
eldest son of the late Mr. Joseph Higgins 
and Mrs. Annie Higgins, of Higginsbrook, 
County Meath, and it was in the royal land 
of Meath that he spent his early and most 
impressionable years. He loved all Ireland, 
but Meath, naturally enough, was nearest

AT THE ABBEY THEATRE 


For a number of years before his death 
Mr. Higgins was manager of the Abbey 
Theatre, and cne of the most active members 
of the board of directors. He was largely 
responsible fcr the renascent policy upon 
which the theatre embarked soon after the 


outbreak of the present war. People had 
begun to take the Abbey for granted. 
Attendances were falling off. There was 


seldom a new play, und the theatre for some 
time had been almost living on revivals. 
The new rye was that nothing but new 
ba shoul! be produced henceforward, and 

r, Higgins expressed ihe opinion that there 
were enough plays being written to enable 
the Abbey to continue almost indefinitely 
without ever repeating anything of ore 
than a year old. The policy gave new life 
to the theatre, and since it came into opera- 
tion some six months ago the theatre has ot 
once had to fall back—as so often in the 

ast—on revivals of the old favourites. 

deed, one of the new plays, George Shiels’s 
The Rugged Path,“ was on the boards for 
twelve weeks, and had the longest run 
of any play ever performed at the Abbey. 

Mr. Higgins was himself the author of 
several plays, including '' A Deuce o' Jacks,“ 
a one-act comedy, which was produced and 
well received at the Abbey in 1935. During 
that same year he was joint editor with 
the late W. B. Yeats of a new series of 
broadsides, produced by the Cuala Press. 

During his short fife he contributed exten- 
sively to literary periodicals and anthologies 
in America, England and Ireland, writing 
poetry, criticism and short stories, and he 
showed remarkable versatility. At fourteen 
years of age he started to earn his living 
in a building provider's office in Dublin, and, 
after some years at clerical work, he became 
an official in the Irish Labour movement. 
During that time he began to contribute to 
various literary and economic Irish reviews, 
and—strange occupation for a t!—he was 
for a time editor of an Irish trade journal. He 
was a foundation member and honorary 
secretary of the Irish Academy of Letters, 
and for his poems, Arable Holdings,“ the 
Academy nonoured him with the Casement 
Award From 192% te 1932 he was Adjudi- 
cator of Poetry in Aonach Tailteann. In 
1924. incidentally, he himself won the Aonach 
Tailteann Award for, Poetry with his book, 
Salt Air.” For some vears he has 
Professor of Literafure in the Royal Hiber- 
nian Academy of Arts. 

Mr. Higgins was almost as well known in 
America as he was in his native country, 
and a few years ago he made a successful 
lecture tour in the United States and Canada. 


As managing director of the Abbey Theatre 


he again ‘crossed the Atlantic in 1937. when 
the company made its last and -highly suc- 
cessful tour of Canada and the States. 

In 1921 he marred Miss Beatrice May, 
only daughter of the late James Moore, of 
Clontarf, who survives him. Both his 
mother and his wife were with him when 


he died.
